He won over Dr. Hans Luther, the 
chancellor, to the advantages of a 
non-aggression pact, and with him 
went to London to help draft the 
famous Locarno treaties. 

It was he who secured Germany’s 
agreement to the renunciation of 
Alsace Lorraine, and finally he 
negotiated Germany’s entrance into 
the League of Nations. 

Five Times Foreign Minister 

Stresemann, twice chancellor, and 
five times foreign minister,, was 
born in Berlin, May 19, 1878, the son

mann, German foreign minister, died 
suddenly this morning. 

Dr. Stresemann had been in ill 
| health for months, but recently he 
had so far recovered as to be able to 
| participate in the conference at the 
i Hague on reparations and the ses- 
| sion of the assembly of the League 
\ of Nations. 
| Dr. Stresemann was one of the 
foremost statesmen of post war 
Europe, and with Aristide Briand, 
French premier and foreign minister 
generally was considered one of the 
most active of the world’s peace 
workers. 


Policy of Reconciliation 

In the chaotic conditions that 
gripped Germany for several years 
after the war, Gustav Stresemann 
rose up as an antidite like oil on 
troubled waters. 

It was as if Stresemann stood by 
while others tried his policy without 
producing anything like a semblance 
of order, and he then stepped in to 
thrust upon the country, his own 
ideas and schemes, and usually he 
emerged successful. 

“The greatest post-war statesman 
of Germany,” was the way he was 
often described. It was Stresemann

The Vehicles and Highway Traffic Act, 1924, Amendment Act 1929, 
requires that every person operating a motor vehicle shall secure an 
operator’s or chauffeur’s licence and shall at all times while driving carry 
same. A penalty is provided for failure to produce such licences when de- 
manded by an officer. 


It is necessary, owing to the number of motorists who persist in’ 
driving without licences, that the police be instructed to require the pro- 
duction of these licences from time to time. 


This law has been passed in the interests of safe driving, and the 
production of a licence is the only proof of ownership of one.
